On Tuesday, Horwath 
said she supports the idea 
of a new hospital in Niagara 
Falls, but doesn’t believe in 
the idea of cannibalizing or 
gobbling up all of the other 
health-care services in sur¬ 
rounding communities to 
put it in place. 

“Building a new hospi¬ 
tal in Niagara Falls shouldn't 
mean pitting one municipal¬ 
ity against another, and for 
New Democrats it won’t mean 
closing other hospitals in the 


area," said Horwath. 

Forster said she supports 
the idea of a new hospital in 
the Falls, but only if there’s still 
a hospital to serve south Nia¬ 
gara residents. 

“That isn’t supporting it. I’m 
afraid,” said Smith, a politi¬ 
cally-appointed supervisor, 
noting his recommendation 
last year was to replace those 
five sites with a full-service 
hospital at the comer of Lyons 
Creek and Montrose Rds. “I 
respect every issue has polit¬ 
ical theatre and the political 


decision-making process ulti¬ 
mately prevails. But my j ob is 
to offer solutions that make 
good, clinical sense, that are 
affordable and sustainable. 

“No city or region in the 
province would have that 
many hospitals for that pop¬ 
ulation density. The criti¬ 
cal mass doesn’t make it via¬ 
ble. You would be duplicating 
your expenses over and over 
and over.” 

Smith said his plan, which is 
being reviewed by Health Min¬ 
ister Deb Matthews, calls for a 


full-service south Niagara hos¬ 
pital to complement the new 
one in St. Catharines. There 
would be “appropriate, com¬ 
munity-based services and 
after-hours care” in munici¬ 
palities that will see their hos¬ 
pitals close, along with family- 
health teams and urgent-care 

Smith said it would cost 
more money to continue oper¬ 
ating those five sites than it 
would be to build a new, state- 
of-the-art hospital for south 
Niagara. 


Critics, particularly in 
Welland, believe the location 
chosen on donated land on 
the outskirts of Niagara Falls 
is not truly in the southern tier. 
Smith said he recommended 
that general area of the city 
after consulting geographic 
and demographic expert plan¬ 
ners, medical officials and 
Niagara politicians. 

He said areas around the 
world are choosing to consol¬ 
idate major health-care serv¬ 
ices around critical mass and 
where new and graduating 


doctors and surgeons would 
want to work. 

“It's important to remember 
there isn’t a full-service hospi¬ 
tal in Fort Erie and Port Col- 
borne now (they have urgent- 
care centres),” he said. 

“We've already consoli¬ 
dated obstetrics and it’s work¬ 
ing well. We have to make sure 
that fact and education out¬ 
strips emotional and a histor¬ 
ical desire to keep things the 
way they were.”

Arborists watching for problem trees

PORT COLBORNE — A tree 
that fell on Andrea Stewart’s 
car nearly three weeks ago, kill¬ 
ing hei; was on private property, 
Mayor Vance Badawey says. 

Badawey said city crews 
checked the area after the inci¬ 
dent and determined it was not 
on dty property. 

"However, I asked staff to have 
a surveyor to conduct a survey of 
the property to be sure that was 
the case,” the mayor said. 

Stewart, 56, was killed when 
the large tree fell on the car she 
was driving on Fielden Ave. 
between Kent and Alexandra 
Sts. The incident took place 
during a wind storm that swept 
through Niagara. Port Colborne 
saw peak wind speeds of 106 
km/h that day. 

"Whether it was public or pri¬ 
vate, we have been, and con¬ 
tinue to be, very proactive when 
it comes to trees in the dty,” the 
mayor said. 

In the past 25 years, numer¬ 
ous tiees have been taken down 
across the dty, Badawey said. 

“Look at Elm St. or King St., 
they used to be lined with trees.” 

While the dty does not have 


an arborist to look at which trees 
should be trimmed to keep 
them off hydro lines or which 
trees need to be taken down due 
to being diseased. 

Under Port Colbome’s prop¬ 


erty standards bylaw, the city 
can go onto private property to 
remove a diseased or dead tree, 
if it proves to be a risk to a neigh¬ 
bouring home or dty property, 
Badawey said. 

With the inddent two weeks 
ago, he said residents are more 
aware of then surroundings. 

In Welland, forestry depart¬ 
ment foreman Aurelio Maga¬ 
zzeni said residents can call the 
city about trees they’re con¬ 
cerned with. 

Once the information is taken 
down, it will come across his 
desk 

Tve been here 28 years now, 
I know the trees and know the 
areas where there could be 
problems," Magazzeni said. 

removed right away." 

Welland has four arborists on 
staff who do urban forest work 
daily. Magazzeni said if they see 
something dangerous, they’ll 
remove it right away. 

The city sits on a clay base, 
and with the recent rain the 
grounds is soft, he said, which 
could be an issue. Strong winds 
could knock over a tree from the 
loose soil. 

And it’s not just dead trees 
that fall in storms. Magazzeni 
has seen dead tress still standing 
while healthy trees were blown

Leaders need to be 
clearer on hospital 

I here could be a hospital on every street comer in Niagara 
-L ifAndreaHorwathorTimHudakweretobecome 
premier of Ontario. 

Both Horwath, the leader of Ontario's New Democratic Party, 
and Progressive Conservative Leader lim Hudakpledged their 
pre-election support for a south Niagara hospital but have 
offered little explanation about how they would pay for a facility 
the Liberal government says it can’t afford. 

Both have been buzzing around Niagara, staging photo ops 
in front of Greater Niagara General Hospital, running ads and 
speed-dialing reporters. Their sudden interest has to do with 
the coming byelection to replace former Liberal MPP Kim 
Craitor who resigned as the area’s provincial representative in 
September. 

Clearly, the question about whether a new hospital should be 
built on Montrose Rd. to serve Niagara’s southern communities 
like Port Colbome, Wainfleet, Niagara Falls, Welland and Fort 
Brie is going to be an issue that separates the political parties. 

The Liberal government has been stone cold to the idea of 
building another Niagara hospital so soon after spending $1 
billion on the new St Catharines General Hospital. 

Let’s hope Hudak and Horwath aren't just saying what they 
think people want to heat But both have been short on specifics 
- like how much it will cost and where they’ll get the cash to 
build it 

Horwath has also suggested she would keep the community 
hospitals like Fort Erie’s Douglas Memorial and Welland County 
sites open, even after building a new hospital in Niagara Falls. 

That's nothowit worked in St Catharines. The new hospital 
replaced the aging St. Catharines General with a modem 
facility. The old one was closed when the new one opened. 

Horwath, however, pledged to build a new hospital in 
Niagara Falls but keep the existing hospitals open - serving their 
communities in some unspecified capacity. 

It sounds like Horwath is trying to have her cake and eat it 
too. She wants to win votes in Niagara Falls, promising a new 
south Niagara hospital. But she wants to hold onto the Welland 
riding now held by New Democrat Cindy Forster. 

In the lead-up to the Niagara Falls byelection, there's lots of 
posturing on Niagara’s hospital file. Nothing wrong with that, 
but Niagarans need Hudak, Horwath and Liberal Premier 
Kathleen Wynne to be clear about the costs of building a new 
hospital, where that money will come from, and their plans for 
the old hospitals.

That’s an intriguing birthday. Half a cen¬ 
tury. It’s not particularly old, but then 
again... Well, maybe it explains why I pre¬ 
fer to think of myself as two 25s rather 
than as 50. But it is one of those milestone 
birthdays that pretty much force us to take 
stock of our lives. Have things worked out 
the way we wanted them to? Do we have 
regrets? Are there things we would have 
done differently if we had been given the 
chance? 

In one sense I suppose that the answer 
to those questions is always “yes.” Who 
among us can look back at the whole 
scope of our lives and actually say that 
everything has been perfect. That we've 
never slipped up, hurt anyone, made a 
bad choice. We’ve all done that Christians 
do those things as much as anyone. A long 
time ago Paul wrote that “Ido not under¬ 
stand what I do. For what I want to do I do 
not do, but what I hate I do.” Some people 
look at some of the situations we Chris¬ 
tians get ourselves into and they immedi¬ 
ately cry “hypocrite." Well, only if we hold 
others to a different standard than we hold 
ourselves to. I personally understand fully 
what Paul was talking about. Is there any¬ 


one among us who hasn’t from time to 
time ignored the little voice of conscience 
in our heads and gone ahead and — in 
Paul’s words — done the thing we do not 
want to do? Probably not. If anyone read¬ 
ing this can say that, then—well—you’re 

Thinking about this reminds me, of 
course, of the wonders of God’s grace. 
“Grace” of course is a free gift. It is that 
which is given without condition, simply 
out of the generosity of the giver. In the 
case of grace, the give is God. I’ve noticed 
over the years that there are so many peo¬ 
ple who want to put limits on the grace 
of God. To many it becomes conditional 
on this or that: good works, belief, or any 
number of things. But to put a condition 
on grace is to deny grace. Grace has no 
conditions; it’s just grace. God extends 
his grace to us, as it is in God’s power to 
do. It’s not even in our power to accept or 
reject it Grace is simply ours because God 
has given it to us. I’ve sometimes likened 
God's gift of grace to a person who anon¬ 
ymously slips a hundred dollars into my 
mailbox in the middle of the night. Once 
I find it, it’s mine to do with as I please. I 
have many options. I can use it selfishly, 
for my own purposes; I can use it gener¬ 
ously to help others; I can simply hide it 
away somewhere and never touch it; I can 


turn it over to the police. But what I can’t 
do is give it back to the person who’s given 
it to me. It’s the same with the grace God 
bestows on each of us. We can’t reject it 
or give it back, because it’s been given to 
us. All we can do is use it — wisely or not 
And sometimes, we'll all choose the “not.” 
Just as Paul said, “what I want to do I do 
not do, but what I hate I do.” As to the con¬ 
sequences for using God’s grace unwisely? 
They, of course, are for God to decide. 

Our responsibility and our privilege is 
simply to proclaim the existence of grace, 
given to the world in the form of Jesus 
Christ We do that not only (and perhaps 
not even primarily) in words, but also in 
how we relate to others. We do not judge 
or condemn anyone. We simply proclaim 
God’s grace and we live the love of Jesus. 

My 50 years haven’t been perfect. But 
they also haven’t been a waste of time. 
I’ve had the chance to learn a lot about 
the grace of God in that half century, and 
I still have a lot to learn about it. I’m hop¬ 
ing that all of us take some time to reflect 
and be thankful for the grace of God given 
to us all — because, truly, none of us are 
perfect, and all of us sometimes do those 
things we know we should not do, and we 
fail to do the things we know we should 
do. But God grants us a new start. Always.

Food trucks prove 
popular at NOTL council

NIAGARA-ON-THE-LAKE - There 
was nothing but praise for gourmet 
food trucks at events, markets and win¬ 
eries during a recent public meeting on 
the previously controversial issue. 

Ten people spoke in favour of pro¬ 
posed zoning bylaw amendments for 
management of the industry, before an 
overflowing public gallery. The speak¬ 
ers included restaurant and winery 
owners, food truck operators and local 
residents. 

Jamie Slingerland, of Pillitteri Estate 
Winery, said 25% of events held at the 
winery involve food trucks, with local 
caterers and restaurants providing food 
the rest of the time. 

“There are opportunities for all of us 
to work togethed' he said, adding food 
trucks have a strong following. 

“I have yet to see a simple burger and 

Olde Angel Inn owner Barry Wil¬ 
liams said he was speaking on behalf of 
55 to 60 operators of tourist accommo¬ 
dations and businesses in the heritage 
district 

“There is room for food trucks,” he 
said. “I think the bylaw is somewhat of 
a level balance (between food trucks 
and restaurants).” 

Doug Widdicombe, president of the 
Village Community Association, said 
the Saturday morning and Wednes¬ 
day evening markets held in Garrison 
Village attract a lot of people from the 
town and across the region. 

“Our residents love it” he said. “Food 
trucks are really welcome in the neigh 
bourhood." 

Event co-ordinator Lauren O’Malley 
Norris said food trucks bring “a beauti¬ 
ful young dynamic” to the community. 


She noted people who come to events 
where there are food trucks also spend 
money on other amenrhes m the town. 

One of the owners of the Yellow 
Pear food truck, Nicole Ridsdale, asked 
councillors to consider allowing longer 
periods for food tracks to park at a win¬ 
ery. Under the proposed legislation, 
one food truck would be allowed at 
a winery for a 24-hour period once a 
week. That would be in addition to cur¬ 
rent rules that permit wineries to hold 
24 special events per year. 

Ridsdale, who also operates a res¬ 
taurant at Southbrook Vineyards, said 
she would like to see wineries have the 
option of having food tracks on site for 
two or three days at a time. 

“We're really big thinkers and really 
good cooks,” she said. 

Sid Friedman, one of founders of the 
Ontario Food Truck Association, also 
questioned the 24-hour clause. He said 
many visitors stay in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake for the weekend visiting wineries, 
restaurants and other local businesses. 

“I’m really glad to see the commu¬ 
nity come together;' said Coun. Andrea 
Raises after foe public meeting. 

Councillors voted to receive foe rec¬ 
ommendations from staff for foe draft 

food tracks to operate at events on pri¬ 
vate property. There is no provision for 
permitting food tracks on public prop¬ 
erty without foe consent of council or in 
foe Queen Picton commercial zone. 

The amendments to the zoning 
bylawwill come to council for approval 
in December or in early 2014.

efforts were recently given a sup¬ 
portive nod by the province. 

The Ministry of Community 
and Social Services, through its 
Ontario Accessibility Twitter han¬ 
dle, recently shared a link to a video 
that showcases some of the ways 
Thorold has improved accessibility 
within the community. 

“Accessibility is all about positive 
changes in our communities and 
our businesses, and the video was 
created as part of our efforts to rec¬ 
ognize and promote local accessi¬ 
bility accomplishments,” said Dar¬ 
ren Cooney, manager of Ontario 
Accessibility’s public education and 
partnerships unit 

“In showing these videos, Ontar¬ 
ians can learn about the different 
approaches to making their com¬ 
munities accessible and inclusive. 

“A picture is worth a thousand 
words, but I think a video is worth a 
thousand more on top of that” 

The video highlights several 
of Thorold’s initiatives, from new 
building codes and standards with 
a focus on accessibility, to incorpo¬ 
rating accessibility functions like 
access ramps into city playgrounds 
and the new dty hall building. 


Thorold’s been doing in this area," 
Cooney said. “Municipalities and 
broader public sector organiza¬ 
tions have to do these things sooner 
than businesses, so in many ways, 
they’re leaders and trailblazers 
because they set the stage for the 
business community and for not- 
for-proflts.” 

More recent efforts in Thorold 
include accessibility components 
being built in to transit stops and 
city buildings like the Nick Bas- 
dano Centre and new Thorold sen¬ 
iors' centre. 

But it's not only about making 
things physically accessible to the 
public. 

“Basically anythingwe do, every¬ 
one should be able to access it” said 
Donna Delvecchio, Thorold’s dep¬ 
uty clerk. “That means making all 
of our information and documents 
accessible as well as our buildings 
and public sites." 

For example, the city recently 
revamped its web site, www.tho- 
rold.com, making it user-friendlier 
all around. 

And all public documents availa¬ 
ble on the web or at dty hall have to 
be available in a variety of formats. 

“If something is in PDF form 


and you need it in brail, we have 
an obligation to provide it to you in 
brail,” Delvecchio said. 

Donna Harrington, an accessi¬ 
bility consultant who serves on the 
city's Joint Accessibility Commit¬ 
tee, commended the dty's focus on 
making things not only barrier free, 
but universally accessible. 

“They're not looking to create 
things that are Just barrier free or 
specific to people with disabilities, 
the focus is on making it a totally 
inclusive community for every¬ 
one,” she explained. “I find dty staff 
are very proactive and well versed 
in universal design and AODA 
requirements and they get stuff 
done. They're really on the ball.”

A Niagara Regional Police officer 
who pleaded guilty to discreditable 
conduct has been demoted from first- 
class to second-class constable for three 
months and docked 90 hours of pay. 

The charge under the Police Services 
Act was laid after Const. Jeffrey May, a 
10-year veteran of the service, pleaded 
guilty to the criminal charge of theft 
under $5,000 in an Owen Sound court¬ 
room in January. 

“The public needs to know police 
officers who commit this type of 
offence will be held to account,” hearing 
officer Insp. George Bench told a disci¬ 
plinary tribunal Tuesday morning in St 
Catharines. “He has brought discredit 
to himself and the police service.” 

Bench said police officers are held 
to a higher standard than the general 
public. 

In accepting a joint submission from 
Leeanne Mcclay, CAO of the Niagara 
Region Police Association who was rep¬ 
resenting May, andSupt Scott McLean, 
acting as the hearing prosecutor, Bench 
took into consideration May’s guilty 
pleas as evidence he had accepted 
responsibility for his actions. 

While stating “he can’t overlook 
theft-related conduct,” Bench acknowl¬ 
edged May was undergoing a number 
of personal struggles at the time of the 


May was at the family cottage to 
remove his mother’s items when the 
offence occurred, a statement to the 
court said. 

He has the option of forfeiting the 90 
hours’ salary or working for that with¬ 
out pay, Bench said. The 90 hours must 
be completed by Sept 30,2014. 

A Welland native, May became the 
NRP’s eldest recruit when he switched 
from a career in sales and marketing to 
join the service in 2003 at the age of 45.

Board renews 
call for special- 
needs money

Niagara’s public school board has 
ramped up its call for more provin¬ 
cial funding for its special needs pro¬ 
grams. 

The District School Board of Nia¬ 
gara says it has been chronically 
underfunded on a per-student basis 
for nearly a decade. Had it received 
the average provincial school board 
amount, that would have meant $9 
million more per year. 

Instead, it has dealt with a shortfall 
of about $90 million over that period. 

Repeated calls to address the mat¬ 
ter have gone unheeded by the prov¬ 
ince, trustees charged Tuesday night 

The board was told Oct. 25 that let¬ 
ters to Education Minister Liz Sandals 
and Premier Kathleen Wynne urged 
the two to visit the board, check out 
its programs and listen to the DSBN 

“We’ve been after this for 10 years,” 
said trustee Dalton dark. “There have 
been countless meetings ... we’ve 


pleaded with several different min- 

“We’ve never had any luck, but we 
just can’t just stop trying as it means 
so much to our special education 
kids.” 

Board officials say the “inequi¬ 
table distribution" of “high needs 
amount” funds at $355 per student 
put it second-lowest of school boards 
in Ontario. 

Given average per-pupil funds to 
other boards is $636, it says a more 
equitable provincial distribution 
process is needed. 

Clark also referred to the Niagara 
Catholic District School Board, which 
he said “gets for whatever reason, 
more money than we get” 

Meanwhile, Niagara Catholic edu¬ 
cation director John Crocco said his 
board has been spending more than 
the ministry has allocated for its spe¬ 
cial needs students. 

In a previous interview, Crocco 
said his board's funding for special 
needs students varies. It depends 
on programs to ensure the appro¬ 
priate inclusion of students in their 
home schools and “age-appropriate 
classes.” 

To this end, Niagara Catholic 
spends about $800,000 to $900,000 
per year more than the ministry pro¬ 
vides it through that funding. 

At Tuesdays meeting, board chair 
Kevin Maves said DSBN’s efforts for

Frustration over water systems

A regional council commit¬ 
tee passed on a call to amal¬ 
gamate Niagara's plumbing 
Thursday. 

Faced with a report show¬ 
ing Niagara Region and its 11 
water-providing municipalities 
could benefit by combining 
operation of their water and 
sewer systems, councillors at 
a strategic planning commit¬ 
tee instead voted to work with 
local governments to share 
best practices. 

But they laid out no guid¬ 
ance or endorsement for a new 
governance model. 

That came despite a consult¬ 
ant projecting savings as high 
as $11.5 million annually—or 


increased costs of $2.5 million 
— from amalgamating. The 
report ranked a unified system 
highest among three options. 

“This is a litde bit more nib¬ 
bling,” said St. Catharines 
Coun. Brian Heit. "That’s all it 
is. Seventeen years later and 
we're still nibbling. 

“When are we going to get 
off the pot and do something? 
This is a long-term decision 
and we’re just going sideways 

Councillors largely rallied 
behind Lincoln Mayor Bill 
Hodgson's call to share the 
best ways to run a waterworks 
with the lower-tier municipali- 

“There’s nothing unique 
about what’s happening in 
Niagara,” he said. 


But some councillors ripped 
the move as not going far 
enough. 

Heit and St. Catharines 
Coun. Andy Petrowski both 
dismissed it as “wishy-washy.” 

Consultant Leo Gohier said 
only three regional munici¬ 
palities — Niagara, York and 
Waterloo — have two-tier 
water systems. Hodgson said 
they’re the only such systems 
that Ontario has ever had. 

He said many local councils 
have "put their political lives 
on the block" and raised water 
rates to fix their ailing pipes. 

But he said the report 
uncovered a lot of valuable 
information. 

“There’s a couple of hard 
truths. If you want togetridof 
the (upcoming spending) wall, 


we're going to have to come up 
with a couple of new sources of 
revenue," Hodgson said. 

The walls come as Niagara 
grapples with one regional and 
11 municipal systems in vari¬ 
ous stages of aging. The report 
predicted such “walls” in 10 to 
30 years. 

Gohier said only 76% of the 
water in Niagara’s pipes gen- 

pipes are leaky. 

He said the Region ends up 
getting 130% of that flow back 
as sewage. 

“Water consumption is 
going down — which we know 
is because of water conserva¬ 
tion efforts — but wastewater 
use is going up,” he said. 

“There is incredible infra¬ 
structure degradation. There 


are negative trends. The future 
liabilities are great.” 

Amalgamating could have 
come with a $30-million up¬ 
front cost. 

Gohier figured the actual 
yearly savings from amalga¬ 
mating could be closer to $5 
million or $6 milli on. He said 
municipalities would have to 
deal with service level adjust¬ 
ments, specifically noting Pel¬ 
ham’s “gold standard” of new 
meters and an automated 
reading system would likely 
notbenefit 

But he said the current sys¬ 
tem runs on 12 different strat¬ 
egies, even though what hap¬ 
pens in one plumbing system 
affecting others. 

He said the existing system 
is not sustainable. 

“If you’re just doing it for 
the money, it’s not worth the 
political hassle or even the 
staff hassle. I don't mind say¬ 
ing that. But if you don’t do it, 


it’s going to take you to a bad 
place,” he said. 

Niagara Falls Coun. Selina 
Volpatti asked for a list of 
the three municipalities that 
would benefit most from the 
amalgamation. Gohier said 
he was reluctant to appear to 
be passing judgment on cities’ 
plumbing. 

"I see this as a game of win¬ 
ners and losers here, in a really 
upside-down way,” Volpatti 
said. “The losers win by shar¬ 
ing and the winners lose by 
sharing.” 

St. Catharines Coun. Bruce 
Timms slammed the move as 
simply “tinkering with the sta¬ 
tus quo.” 

A report on municipalities' 
willingness to work with the 
Region will be back in four 
months.
